DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, 
failing to conform with current U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into 
English from a foreign document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 
Further, regarding claim 1, it is not clear which elements the claimed invention 
comprises; and also the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite because the 
claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the 
like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). Further, the last two lines of claim 1 , "other portions" is vague and 
indefinite as it is not clear what "other portions" encompasses. Regarding claim 2, 
""front and rear bend limiting end portions" lack proper antecedent basis. Regarding 
claims 5-8, "said outer frame" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Admitted Prior Art of Figures 6-7 shown in applicant's application (herein refer to as PA) 
in view of Oliver et al (US patent no. 4,690,665) and Uchiyama et al (US patent no. 
6,334,615). PA discloses all the claimed features of applicant's invention including the 
intermediate body made of polymer resin material. However, PA does not show one of 
the front and rear connecting portions of the intermediate body being two-color molded 
with a second polymer resin material softer than the first polymer resin material forming 
the other portion of the intermediate body. Oliver teaches in a link construction of 
making connecting portions of a link from a polymer softer than the material of the 
remaining portion of the link in order to "reduce the noise of the chain belt construction" 
(Col. 5, lines 57-69 and col. 6, lines 1-10). Uchiyama teaches the conventional method 
of two-color molding for producing seals of soft and hard polymer resin material (col. 5, 
lines 31-40). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to have modify the link 
of PA by making one of the front and rear connecting portions of soft polymer material 
for the purpose of noise reduction as taught to be desirable by Oliver by using the 
conventional method of bi-color molding as taught by Uchiyama. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ott further demonstrate link of polymer resin material. Hehl 
further demonstrate the old and well-known method of two color molding.
